In the case of a re- 
duction of duty on an article which we must 
import, he gains exactly what the Govern- 
ment loses; but if the reduction be made 
on an article which is prodaced athome, he 
gains the revenue, if there is any, and the 
bonus which goes to ennch the manufac- 
turer besides. For instance, iron, coal, 
salt, lumber and several other articles, 
yield an aggregate revenue of $10,000,000 
per annum, but coincident therewith levy 
an indirect tax for the protection of cer- 
tein monopolies of six times that amount. 
Senator Morton would perpetuate this 
state of things; but to appease the univer- 
sal cry of “down with the taxes,” he pro- 


| poses to save the individual taxpayer a tew 


cents a year by generously striking off ten 


_ or twelve millions from the purely reve- 
_mue duties. Of course any reduction of 


taxation is welcome; but those taxes 
which are most burdensome, and which 
are unequal in their operation, are surely 
the ones which should be relinquished 


_ first. 


Moreover, 1s there not a delusion, a fal- 
acy, in all of this fine talk about protection 
to home industry? Is anybody but the 
capitalist really benefited by that sort of 


_ legislation? Is it any gain to a man to be 
able to buy at home an article which can 


be purchased much cheaper abroad? Steel 
rails can be produced in Eagland at about 
fitty dollars per ton. The Morton school 
of economists propose to increase the duty 
on this important article of home con- 
sumption to two cents per pound, which 
will have the two-fold effect, first, of ena- 
bling their manufacture in this dountry, 
and, next, of considerably more than dou- 
bling their cost to our railways. What do 
the people gain by this arrangement? Un- 
der the circumstances is not every dollar in 
excess of the cost of umportation expended 


upon the manufacture of steel rails so 
_ much money and labor absolutely wasted? 
Or, still further, in consequence of this 
| duty, does not every laboring man in the 


nation have to contribute a certain portion 
of the results of his labor to the support 
of those engaged in the manufacture of 
steel rails? Would it not be better 
for us all if the steel rails were 
admitted free of duty? And 
if this is true of one protective duty, is it 
not true of all? It by taxation we make 
a thing dearer than it would be if it were 
not taxed, are we not impoverishing our- 
selves to the extent of the enhanced cost? 
It a duty on tea, coffee or sugar is objec- 
tionable because it is a tax,is not a duty 
on any other article, regardless of its inci- 
dental effects, equally objectionable, and 
for the samereason’? In short, is there any 
more difference in principle between pro- 
tecting the manufacture of iron and salt 
than there ould be in protecting the 
growth of silk and spices? And is not the 
difference only in degree, not ‘» kind? 
There is really no more sense ana justice 
in levying a duty of nine dollars a ton on 
pig iron, in order to enable its production 
at home,than there would be in our tax- 
ing Pittsburg coal im order that the coal 
fields of ourown State might be devel- 
oped. Asa matter of tact, however, we 
should continue to make iron in this coun- 
try even if there were no duty at all, nor if 
the duty were eighteen dollars would we 
import any less. 

Protection to home industry when 
stripped of all its disguises means simply 
privation to the consumer. For the sake 
of having a home-made article he gives an 
extra portion of his capital or labor, there- 
by absolutely throwing away this extra 
portion. By keeping this fundamental 
principle before our minds the absurdity 
and extravagance of the policy of encour- 
aging and protecting home interests, by 
discriminating duties, becomes most pal. 
pable. 

But we are told that these manufacture: 
give employment to many hands, and thus 
furnish a desirable. home market for the 
products of the farmer. By this means, 
it is said, the latter gets a higher nominal 
price tor his waeat, &c. than if sent 
abroad. But he also has to pay more tor 
the manufactured article. His wheat will 
exchange for more goods in Europe than
